Profonsov l'riul T. Laflotir, M.A., 
head of tho department of Kngllsh, 
d|od ht Liixor, Kgypt on hYldny and w.-is 
burled yesterday. Professor Lnlrur 
had not boon well for some (Into »nd 
before Christmas he wont to Kgypt 
for bis health. While there he con- 
traded pneumonia from which lie did 
net recover. 

Prof. Uifleiir waa the oldest mem- 
her on the Instruction sniff of the Unl- 
vorr-ity haying been appointed lecturer 
In English in ISsr. . in his thirty-eight 
years 1 connection with the University 
he had never before taken a holiday 
during a session. He held appoin'.- 
ments in the departments , of Philoso- 
phy and English. At the time of his 
death he was Mo'son , Professor of 
English Language and Literature and 
Professor of Comparative Literature. 

Professor Lafleur was a splendid 
lecturer. His lectures were always 
full of life and vigour. Ho lived In 
i his subject and his enthusiasm Tor It 
gave an inspiring freshness to his 
lelnsses. At the present time there 
jarc many students who have been 
j taking lectures from Prof- La fleur 
I whose fathers before them sat tinder 
him for their English . After so many 
years lecturing on the same, subject he 
never went stale and in his lectures he 
made frequent illusions to articles in 
evirrent literature such as for instance, 
"in- last month's Atlantic .Monthly." 
Among the subjects in which he lec- 
tured were Comparative iltoraturo, 
.Modem Novelists; English Poets, and 
Literary Criilcihm In the Graduate 
.School. 

Last winter he suffered from hron- 
chial trouble and -was forced to jpcnJ 
tome time in the General Hospital. Ht 
was a great traveller, and last summer 
while travelling in Europe ho had 
a recurrence of his trouble. Upturn- 
ing to Montreal after the holiday, ho 
lectured from October till about the 
second week of December. At that 
time Professor Lafleur*» health made 
It imperative that ho tro.vel south to 
escape the rigour of the Canadian 
winter. He decided to visit Kgypt and 
when he contracted pneumonia he was 
at Luxor, near the Valley of Kings, at 
which place many discoveries of grunt 
interest lo Egyptologists have recently 
been made.

PROFESSOR PAUL T. LAFl£UR M.A. 



"Content thee, howsoe'ev. whose days are done; 
There lies not any troublous thing before. 
No sight nor sound to \vnr against thee more. 
For whom nil winds are quiet as the sun, 
All waters as the shore." 
Professor Paul T. Lafleuv is dead. The word has come from 
distant Luxov, and once again McCill has suffered an irretrievable 
loss because Death has issued his summons. But the blow is a hard 
one. coming as it does in a period when the University has been 
struck again and again, and only those who knew Professor Lafleur 
and the work which he has done, can begin to realize what a gap 
is left by his departure. 

If there were two things in life to which the late Professor La- 
fleur was devoted, they were the perpetual pursuit of learning and 
the service of his Alma Mater. Graduating from McGill and ob- 
taining his degree of Master of Arts. he. was appointed to the 
position of lecturer of English in the year 1885 and for the nest 
thirtv-seven vears laboured incessantly, never going on leave dur- 
ing a university session. For a time he was connected with the 
Department of Philosophy but he eventually became head of the 
Department of English, and it was in this capacity that we, the 
students of to-day, knew him. 

- It is almost futile to try and write about his vrork. for it is 
mpossible to adequately describe the enthusiasm and ardour with 
which he conducted his duties. He did not lecture merely wth 
his tongue, but he lectured with his whole heart and «oui, and 
-never during his long period of service did he allow himtelf to be- 
come a teacher who was monotonous, dull and uninteresting. His 
students were his wards and to those in the upper years e»^c«»"y 
he was always eager in offering assistance and guidance. Tc-d.y 
th es8 mourn his loss, not merely superficially, but 'in «II earnest- 
ness for they know and understand.

But he 
went out to the end, and to-day his remains lie in Luxor "While 
Jove's planet rises yonder, silent over Africa." He win never 
come back to the halls in which he worked for so long, but he will 
Mve for years to come in the memories of those with whom he was 
actively associated— his relatives, his friends, his associates and his 
students.

Industrials Visit the Com- 
mercial Alcohols Plant 

STILLS INSPECTED 

Interesting Process Explained 
on. Tour With Plant 
Manager 

On Saturday afternoon tho f'.hernf- 
cal Industry Club, through the court- 
esy of .Messrs. K/wtlnnri and Korman. 
enjoyofl a visit to the Commercial 
Alcohols linnt. Mr. Kortland tho 
.Manager, and Mr. Kerman tho Plant 
Siirierlritendent, rocolved the pnrty 
and the lutter Immediately proceeded 
to conduct them through tho plant, 
at tho same tlrnn ilescrlblng minutely 
tho details connected with tho pro- 
duction of Alcohol from molasses. 

Tho molasses or "black strap" as 
It is commercially cnled, unloaded 
Ironi tho steamers by pumping It dir- 
ectly Into storage, tsnks, Iftivlng an 
approximate capacity of CBS, 000 gal- 
lons, . Tho tanks are very carefully 
covered with n. v/ater-tlght root ao as 
to prevent, water getting In. which 
would thus dilute the molasses and 
bring about premature fermentation. 

The process ot fermentation takes 
place In "fermentation luna" of which 
there are four, «a/:h with a. capacity 
of over 18,000 Imperial gallons. The 
molasses is diluted w,Ith water In 
tho ratio of one to four, and allowed 
to run Into the "tun," to which is 
added the ycest, the whole mixture 
forming the "heor." 

Tho yeast la cultured in a specis-l 
yeast machine, whore yeaj.t., molasses, 
vyi tor, and yeast culture are. mixed. | 
and k'.pt. at a constant temperature ' 
»t too t\ This b.-ir.ja the yeast up 
t., .i i..gii blasts ,ji cu.cut'u, aua .ii ! 
i'olng through three 'cultivations it j 
l.i run Into the "tuna" by a special I 
aeses- and wa.tor to enter in a def- | 
assess- and water to enter In a. def \ 
Initc ratio. 

The "beer" Is allowed r.o rermont 
for 26 hours, and during this lime the 
sugar content of the molasaca drops 
from 15% Brique to t%. The liquid 
troths and bubbles, as If it wan boil- 
ing, due- to the liberation of heat and 
carbon dioxide gae. At the end of 
this period the "tun" Ii emptied, by 
discharging its contents into two 
large tarks of 30,000 gallons capacity. 
The "tups" are then thoroughly clean- 
ed by scrubbing and scraping, and 
finally sterilized with super heated 
steam. This is done 20 as to kill any 
foreign ferments which might be pre- 
sent, thus harming the fermentation 

- t ■ 
of the molasses. 

The "beer" is pumped to a smaller 
tank from which it. flews Into the 
"beer float," the object being to main- 
tain a constant pressure under a giv- 
en head of beer. From the "float" 
the "beer" passes into the "stills." 
These are vertical columns, about 3 
fx. in diameter ar.d 12 to 15 ft. high. 
They are built In six sections, each 
section having six plates, aud each, 
plate has SO cups. The "beer" Is fed 
at the top of the still and live steam 
Is passed In at the bottom. The steam 
vaporizes the beer, and this vapor 
passes up through the plates and 
cups, and is thus further purified, 
according to th» fact thae a vapor is 
more pure than the liquor ot which 
It is a constituent. This vapor con- 
tains about 20 e é alcohol, and next 
rassos into a condenser having a tem- 
perature of 9»o— lOOo V. Hero ;t por- ! 
tien ot the water is condensed and | 
runs back to the beer column.. The 
vapor Is now about 35f Ô alcohol, and j 
passes into the "heads" column. These 
"heads" are mainly esters formed 
durlns tho fermentation of the "beer" 
and are about of thu total amount;. 
Tho vapor passes up through the 
plates and cups us before.' and the 
"head«" are collected at iho top of 
tho column from which they are re- 
moved after reaching a certain con- 
centration. The remaining alcohol 



and water pass Into a third still where 
tho same process of "rectification" Is 
carried out. Krom this still th6 alco- 
hol, now about 95% pure, is run 
through a separator, w.hero the sep- 
aration of tho "fusel oil" takes place. 
The alcohol is run into closed storage 
tanks and the fns"l oil is collected In 
n small tank, from c nch of tho threo 
stills n, nmall plpf line carries the 
distillât', to Mir "fountains" whore Its 
alcoholic content is measured, thus 
'■untiling dir. fiant. Hnpt. fo see how 
the distillation Is progressing. The 
nlcohoi is removed fit tho same rate 
us tho linor is fod to thn stills, so ns 
to maintain tho same concentra tion 
throughout. 

from the closed storage tanks the 
alcohol is run into weighing tanks 
whero the Covcrnrnent Inspector tests 
the strength and measures tho quan- 
tity or alcohol. Tho final stage In the 
process is the removal from this tnnk 
to »■ storage tank, from fhich the 
alcohol Ik shipped, or removed for 
"denaturing." 

The Club greatly enjoyed the trip, 
oppressed their obligation to hoth Mr.

When a hill is rather steep, you can 
find it much easier to "tack" back and 
forth, ascending a little at a time at 
a zig-zas course.

Steep slopes may be overcome by 
two methods. The herring-bone and 
side-stepping, but either of these 
method? are not graceful and are con- 
sidered bad form, and should be used 
only when absolutely necessary. The 
herring-bone step is made by facing 
up the hil with the toes pointing out 
to the left and right, and feet spread 
well apart. The skis are then In turn 
lifted and stamped down, so that the 
heel of one ski just clears the heel 
of the other. Hide-stepping is accom- 
plished sideways with the skis at right 
angles to the slope, and with this 
method very steep slopes can be over- 
come. In fact sleeper grades can be 
mastered titan with snow shoes, as Ihe 
edge of the ski, in each case, stamped 
down will prevent any tendency to 
slide. 

Kick Turning or "about face" ac- 
complished only on the level or ou a 
slope when skis are at right angles 
I'to the slope; raise one ski so thai. Hie 
j roar end pivots on the snow and tin- 
ski lacing the body In a vertical posi- 
tion, then turn the ski outward and 
j backward, using rear end of ski as 
j pivot, letting ski dow n flat,' hill 
pointing in opposite direction lo Ihe 
ski on which yon have been standing, 
and parallel lo it.
